varieties 
and cleaned 
seed. 
Many 
farmers art* making a specialty ot

were 
able to 


thresh before the wet weather began.| 
wi,h „ee.l seed 
Still fewer took 
the 
precaution to 
put their wheat in the stack or mow. 


The result was that much of 
the 


wheat 
sprouted in the 
shock and 
some of it actually rotted where it 


stood in water. 
Observation at the 
various elevators 
throughout 
the 
State shows that 
the wheat 
being 
put on the market is of a very low 
grade, much of it grading not better 
than No. 4, and much of it grading 
Sample. 
The condition of 
the 
wheat which is being marketed leads 


one to suppose that that which is to 


be used for seed is 
of very 
little 
better quality. 
If such wheat is to 
be sown, the results are sure to he 
disappointing. 
“ W hile the m ajority of the fa r­ 
mers will 
have to sow 
what they 


have, yet a great deal can he done 
to improve the quality of the seed. 


First of all the seed should be thor­ 
oughly 
cleaned with 
the farming 


mill. 
Not only should it be thor­ 
oughly 
cleaned, 
but is should 
be 
carefully screened. All of the sprout­ 
ed grain and others which 
did not 


"prout but swelled up can be either 


fanned out 
or screened 
out. 
The 
medium s i z e d grains which have not 


swollen from being wet in the shock 
will make the l>est seed, 
in fact it 
will be better to sow the small plump 
grains rather than the large grains. 


Two or three times through the fan­ 
ning mill with attention given to the 
screens will so greatly improve 
the 


quality of the wheat that it can be 
sown with assurance of success.

PURDUE EXPERT'S OPINION 


While Many Have to Sow What They 


Have, Much Can be Done To- 


ward Improving/Quality 


"The question of seed wheat for 


Indiana farmers is a serious one anc 
deserves 
careful 
consideration,' 


says Prof. M. L. Fisher of Purdue 
University. "The unusually wet sea- 
son this year has left the seed whea; 
proposition, in a serious 'condition. 
Very few farmers were 
able to 


thresh before the -wet weather began. 
Still fewer took the precaution to 
put their /wheat in the stack or mow 
JThe result was that much of 
the 


wheat sprouted in the shoek.anc 
some of it actually rotted where, i; 
stood in water. Observation at the 
yarions elevators 
throughout 
the 


State shows that- the wheat being 
put on the market is of a very low 
grade, much of it grading not better 
than No. 4, and much of it grading 
as Sample. • The condition of 
the 


wheat which is being marketed lead 
one to suppose that that which is to 
he used for seed is 
of very little 


better quality. If such wheat.is to 
be sown, the results are sure to be 
disappointing. 


"While the majority .of the ft 


mers will have to sow what they 
have, yet a great deal can be done 
to improve the quality of the seed. 
Fir.st of all the seed should he thor- 
oughly 
cleaned with 
the farming 


mill. 
Not only should it be thor- 


oughly cleaned, 
but is should be 


carefully screened. All of the sprout- 
ed grain arid others which dij nol 
sprout but swelled up can be either 
fanned out 
or screened out The 


medium sized grains which have npl 
swollen from -being wet in the shock 
will make the best seed. In fact i1 
will be better to sow the small plump 
grains rather than the large grains. 
Two or three times through the fan- 
ning mill with attention given to the 
screens will so greatly improve the 
quality of the wheat that it can be 
sown with assurance of success. . 


"In many cases the grain may

germination test to see what the 
germinating quality of the grain is. 
This germinatng test can he very 
easily made by counting out three 
one-hundred grain lots and sowing 
them in a box or in the garden, or 
they can be germinated on plates 
between folds 'of damp cloth. Three 
lots should be used in order to hare 
a careful check on the results. After 
•the wheat has come up or sprouted, 
counts should be made to see what 
per cent of germination has taken 
place. If less than 90 per cent ger- 
minates, the amount 
of seed corn 


sown per acre should be increased 
over the usual rate or else new seed 
obtained.

"In connection with the poor con- 


dition of wheat due to the 
wel 


season, a word might also be said 
concerning the condition 
of seec 


wheat generally. Observation shows 
that a large amount of the wheal 
brought to the elevators is made' up 
of many varieties and is also badly 
infested with weed seeds, like cockle 
and cheat. Evidently the seed which 
was sown contained these seeds in 
considerable numbers. Yields woiilc 
be better and grades higher if more 
attention was given to sowing pure 
varieties and cleaned seed. Many 
farmers are making a specialty oi 
pure seeds, and clean and pure' seec 
can usually be obtained if attention 
is given to the matter. The weec 
seeds can ibe removed by careful 
fanning and where this does no1 
seem to be worth while it would be 
better to purchase new seed."

Orders Probe to Determine Whether 


Hesperian" Was Hit by a Mine ; 


or a Torpedo

( By TTnited Press.) 


Washington, Sept. 7.—The Hes- 


perian was sunk by a submarine tor- 
pedo and 
not by a mine, without 


warning of any kind, according to a 
joint affidavit made by all of her of- 
ftcers, fonvarded to the state de- 
partment this afternoon by American 
Consul Frost at Qiieenstown. Frag- 
ments of steel from the torpedo cast 
upon the ship's deck removes all 
doubt as to the theory that she was 
hit by a mine. 


Doubts that the Allan liner was 


torpedoed were not .entirely dispelled 
by Frost's message. The theory that 
it was blown up by a mine had gained 
strength. 


Earlier word from Frost that there 


was much question on the point was 
deemed significant. It was believed 
he was in a position to know all. 


From the first all officials deemec 


imbrobably after the unqualified as- 
surance given to Secretary -Lansing 
that German submarines would cease 
torpedoing 
passengers 
carrying 


ships without warning. 
Also the 


Hesperian was outside the recognized 
submarine warfare zone. 


Full particulars were cabled1 from 


England but because the Hesperian 
sank many predicted it would never 
be possible to settle the dispute. 


The United States today ordered 


an investigation by its reprcsenta- 
iives aboard to determine whether 
the Allen ilncr Hesperian hit a mine 
or w^is torpedoed. A long prelimin- 
ary eonrmation report from Counstil 
Frost at Queenstown, said there was 
much doubt and that it was not con- 
clusive that a torpedo caused the 
loss. 


Ambassador Page today advised 


the state department that- the Hes- 
perian was sailing as an ordinary 
passenger liner and has never been 
in the government service since the 
war began and that no troops were 
aboard except some invalid Canadi- 
ans . traveling on regular passenger 
tickets.
